MIDDLE WEST OPENS 
HEART T0'"PAPA” JOFFRE 


Chicago Gives Great Welcome to 
the Fighting Man of France 


CHICAGO. — Marshal Joffre of 
I'rance, urged by the repeated and 
vociferous demands of a mass meet- 
ing, May 4, made his first speech in 
America, aside from a few words in 
Congress, and brought the cheering 
throngs to their feet amid waving 
flags by asserting that the French 
and the American flags which he 
entwined as he spoke, would never 
separate while the struggle for lib- 
erty continued. 

The large crowd that gathered in 
the Auditorium to greet the French 
Commission at the end of their first 
day's tour of the Middle West, was 
insistent on hearing Joffre, the hero 
of the Marne. 

At the behest of M. Viviani, the 
Irench war chief, in full uniform, 
stepped to the front of the rostrum, 
holding a French flag in one hand 
and an American flag in the other. 
Ile spoke in French, waving first 
one flag and then the other, finally 
twining the two banners. His words 
were few, and the auditors, few of 
whom understood French, cheered 


su vociferously that even the sten- 
oxraphers could not record all he 
suid, brief as it was. 

The words of the famous French 
Murshal, in part, were: 

My friends, I am proud to have 
ino my hand the American flag, which 

to the American people what the 
hiench flag is to the people of 
France, a symbol of liberty. I hold 
in my other hand the flag of France, 
who has given of her best, her 
staunchest and her bravest, and which 
also stands for liberty. I had the 
honor to carry the French flag on 
the fleld of battle, and Iam glad to 
join this tlag of many battles to the 
flag that has never known defeat. 
With it I bring to you the salute of 
the Freneh army to the American 
people. our stanch alley in the com- 
mon Cause,”? 

As he joined the two flags of red, 
white and blue with the closing 
words, the whole assembly mounted 
the seats and cheered.

MOST IN THE HOME 


Every Ounce of Food Economized 
Aids Boys at the Front 


Washington.—In an appeal last 
Saturday ‘‘to the women of the 
United States,’’ Secretary Houston 
declares that they can do their bit 
most effectually in the national 
emergency by practicing effective 
thrift in their households. The 
appeal was prompted by questions as 
to the service women can _ render 
the Nation in producing and con- 
serving agricultural products. The 
appeal says: 

“Iivery woman can render import- 
ant service to the Nation in its 
present emergency. She need not 
Jeave her home or abandon her 
home duties to help the armed 
forces. She can help to feed and 
clothe our armies and help to sup- 
ply tood to those beyond the seas 
by practicing effective thrift in her 
own household. 

“Every ounce of food the house- 
wife saves from being wasted in her 
home—all food which she or her 
children produce in the garden and 
can or  preserve—every garment 
which care and skillful repair make 
it unnecessary to replace—all lessen 
that which households draft on the 
already insufficient world supplies. 

“To save food the housewife must 
learn to plan economical and prop- 
erly balanced meals which, while 
nourishing each member of the fam- 
ily properly, do not encourage over- 
eating or offer extravagance and 
Wasteful variety. It is her duty to 
use all effective methods to protect 
food from spoilage by heat, dirt, 
mice or insects: 

“She must acquire culinary abil- 
ity to utilize every bit of edible food 
that comes into her home. She 
must learn to use such foods as 
vegetables, beans, peas and milk 
products as partial substitutes for 
meat. She must make it her busi- 
uess to see that nothing nutritious 
is thrown away or wasted. 

“Waste in any individual house- 
hold may seem insignificant, but if 
only a single ounce of edible food, 
on the average, is allowed to spoil 
or be thrown away in each of 
our 20,000,000 homes, over 1,300,- 
Q0U pounds of material would be 
wasted each day. It takes the fruit 
of many acres and the work of 
muany people to raise, prepare and 
distribute 464,000,000 pounds of 
food a year. Every ounce of food 
thrown away, therefore, tends also 
to waste the labor of an army of 
busy citizens. 

“Clothing is largely an agricul- 
tural product and represents the re- 
sults of labor on the sheep ranges, 
in cotton fields, and in mills and 
factories. Whenever a useful gar- 
ment is needlessly discarded, ma- 
terial needed to keep some one 
Warm or dry may be consumed 
merely to gratify a passing fancy. 
Women would do well to look upon 
clothing at this time particularly 
from the utilitarian point of. view. 

“Leather, too, is scarce, and the 
proper shoeing of armies calls for 
great supplies of this material. 
Flere are only so many pairs of 
shoes in each hide, and there is a 
shortage of animals for leather as 
well as for meats. Anything that 
can be done to encourage adults 
or children to take care of their 
shoes and make them last longer 
means that so much more leather 
is made available for other ~pur- 
poses. 

“Employed women, especially 
those engaged in the manufacture of 
food or clothing, also directly serve 
their country and should put into 
their tasks the enthusiasm and en- 
ergy the importance of their product 
warrants. 

“While all honor is due to the 
women who leave their homes to 
nurse and care for those wounded 
in battle, no woman should feel 
that, because she does not wear a 
nure’s uniform she is absolved from 
patriotic service. The home women 
of the country, if they will give 
their minds fully to this vital sub- 
ject of food conservation and train 
themselves in household thrift, can 


make the housewife’s apron a uni- 
form of national significance. 

“Demonstrate thrift in your homes 
and encourage thrift among your 
neighbors.

Egyptian Bandsmen Lose Music 
Sadly Needed in Greeting 
U. S. Consul. 


OFFICIALS ALL FUSSED UP 


Suggestion of “Marching Through 
Georgia,” as Substitute for “Star- 
Spangled Banner,” Accepted 
by American Diplomat. 


London.—The pomp and ceremony 
which surrounds the presentation of 
diplomatic credentials to potentates 
of Eastern countries by representa- 
tives of the United States, or of any 
other country, have developed many 
delicate and embarrassing situations. 
The Eastern mind attaches great im- 
portance to ceremonials and to make 
a favorable impression all diplomats 
must conduct themselves in strict ac- 
cordance with precedents. 

A story regarding the arrival of Pe- 
ter Augustus Jay, United States con- 
sul and diplomatic agent in Cairo, 
Sgypt, has reached London through 
Englishmen who have made Jay’s ac- 
quaintance. 

It seems that the ceremony coinci- 
dent to the presentation of credentials 
to the khedive requires a vast amount 
of preparation. Instead of the diplo- 
nat stepping to the street and hatling 
a hack to convey him to the royal pal- 
ace, the khedive sends a procession of 
lancers, lackeys, buglers and torch- 
bearers to conduct the stranger to his 
presence, When the procession 
reaches the .palaee gate the Imperial 
band strikes up the national anthem 
of the country which the visitor rep. 
resents and he is ushered in to its mar- 
tial strains, 

The Music ts Lost. 

About a week before the khedive 
was to receive Consul Jay the muster 
of ceremonies dashed up to the con-; 
Sulate anc asked to see the new diplo- 
innt with every appearance of extreme 
nervousness. It 1s customary for the 
master of ceremonies io open a con- 
versation by inquiring into the state 
of being of the consul and his family, 
with protestations of respect for his 
progenitors and immediate friends, 
But on this occasion the nervous mes- 
senger got right down to usiness. 

“Your excellency,” he said, “the 
loathsome and unspeakably vile dog 
who is leader of the imperial band has 
had the effrontery but this very morn- 
ing to crawl before me on his belly 
and with loud lamentations to tell me 
that he has mislaid or lost the music 
of the ‘Star-Spangled Bunner.’ The 
punishment for his crime will be ter- 
rible, but in the meantime if the son 
of a dog and a thousand dogs cannot 
find the music for the ‘Star-Spangled 
Banner’ would it suit your Excellency 
if the band plays ‘Marching Through 
Georgia’ when your excellency arrives 
at the palace gate?” 

Being a true diplomat, Consul Jay 
rose to the occasion. It might also be 
stated that Jay was born north of the 
Mason and Dixon's line, otherwise 
complications might have ensued. 

“It would please me greatly,” said 
Jay, “if the imperial band should play 
‘Marching Through Georgia’ upon my 
arrival.” 

“Oh, Say, Can You See.” 

Thereupon the master of ceremonies 
backed himself out of the room with 
many assurances of his thankfulness 
and protesting between thanks that 
regardless of whether the dog of a 
band master found the music or not, 
he and all of his players would have 


On the morning of the presentation, 
Consul Jay stepped into an open-faced 
“punkin” carriage drawn by prancing 
chargers. Two lackayes stood behind. 
The others walked ahead and behind. 
The carriage was preceded by a troop 
of Jancers and buglers. 

As the carriage entered the postern 


crash of cymbals, and bandsmen, with 
all the force of their lungs and all the 
spirit they possessed sent up the good 
old strains of “Oh, Say, Can You See!” 
And Jay passed into the palace 
through a lane of dazzling smiles from 
bandsmen who had escaped a horrible 
death. They played the American na- 
tional anthem as it has seldom been 
played before.
